At a joint meeting of the Board of
County Commissioners and Magistrates
of Henderson county at the Court House
in Hendersonville on the first Monday
in June, 1885 :

The following resolution was offered
by A. Cannon, Esq., which was unanim-
ously adopted, and the clerk requested to
furnish a copy to the Blue Jlidge Baptist,
with a request that it be published, the
same in said paper, and that, the Ashe-
ville Citizen copy :
